THE OPENING OF HOSTILITIES, 


THE JAPANESE AT PORT 
ARTHUR. 


Japanese Warships Injured. 


{From Our Special War Correspondent.) 
Toxo, February 4. 


‘As the days ro} by actual facts begin ta 
trickle through with regard to the doings 
of the J«paneso fleet in Port Arthur, and 
when all avo shaken up and straightened 
out it would seem that although the Japan- 
esu gained a vietory it was not so aweaping 
and brilliani ae at first reported. In their 
attack tho Jnpanuco displayed great gen- 
eralslip and admirable pluck, their work 
on the torpedoors being on a par with the 
daring action in Weihuiwei harbour during 
the China War, The atory of the attack 
eo far as can be gathered is, when told in 
plain and simple lsnguage, interesting. 
Wounded officers say that on tho Oth inst, 
at Lo'clock they received orders to prepare 
to commences hostilities, Vice Admiral 
Togo, Commander in Chief of the Japaneso 
equadron at the tine, summoning all coin- 
inanders on board the flagahip Mikasa at 
sasvbo. Thero tho plan of campaign was 
yottled and by noun on the 7th over filty 
venseld were at a rendevcus in Korean 
wale , wailing the word to sail The 
gunboat Akeshi which neted ag a scout re-

Commander of tho 
foueth floet, congratulating bin in an- 
tieipution ef suceess, ‘Thanks for your 
kindness! signalled Lack’ Admirat Orya, 
aud amidst the strains of music from 
the banda of tho Mikes and ferme 
the fourth flowt sailed for Chomulpo 
and the romainder for Port Arthur. 
Shortly after sailing out with their torpedo 
hoats disposed of as scouting craft, the Aeot 
bound for Port Arthur sighted and captur- 
od the storo ship and transport Manchuria 
—the captain of which vessel by tho way 
declared n few weeks ayo at Hongkong that 
he wns convinced thoro would not be war. 
His opinion now would be worth baving. 
Just as the sun was setting on the miles 
the squadron reached a point 60 8th, 
eastward of Port Arthur, and thereup.m the 
first, second, third divisions of deatroyors 
were despatched in the lowering darkness 
for Port Arthur whilst tho fourth and fifth 
went towards Tnlien. ‘Blow up the 
enemy'a syundron ; 1 wish success to al)’ 
signalled the Commander in chief, and 
away in the tossing saa and gathering gluon 
aped the spiteful floet, somo replying as 
they disappeared * We will aucceed ’ whilst 
othern snid ‘wo will fight te the Inst.’ 
Thon as tho last white wake was ecen the 
innin fleet steamed westward towards 
Chefoo and after proceeding somo distance 
ore northward for Port Arthur, Menn- 
whilo the torpedeors had pot to work 
on tho sleeping Russiana, and amidat a 
terrifying hail sent in torpedo after torpedo 
wreaking frightful havoc, Tho fine battle- 
whip Cearvitch was torpedoed on tho water 
lino, « hole big enough for four men te walk 
in abronat, being torn by a woll-armed tor- 
pedo, whilst the Hetrisan was placed ina 
sinking condition, and the Palluda ran 
aground alter being thoroughly shelled, 
Terror struck the Russians and pandemo- 
nium -and disorganisation reigned until 
daylight. Tho Russians replied to the 
Japan attack with a fierce but harmless 
cannonade, and the torpedo bants wero 
ablo to withdraw in triumph with no in- 
jurics to craft and fow caaualties to 
crews, At daenon tho Sth the main 
fleet was informed hy wireless telegraphy 
from the third division of war shtps, 
which were sunt ahead to reconnoitre, 
that one Russian ship soemed to be outside 
intact whilst others presented the sppoa- 
rance of having suff:red greatly. A gener- 
al attack was promptly decided upon and 
the first and second divisions advanced di- 
rect for tho promontory, followed bythethird 
division, the whole in single column. When 
within about 8.000 motres it was observed 
that some confusion still existed amongat the 
Russian veseela and that about ono half the 
squadron had their anchors up and_hnd 
cleared for action. Two or three of the 
enemy's versels wero acon to be ina disabled 
condition at the ontrance of the harbour } 
and tho others were acattered on either aide 
apparently not in any order of battle. It} 
in not stated at what hour these observa- 
tions were completed but it appears to havo 
been before noon for the men were ordere 
to ent thair lanch before going into action. 
When tho fina! advanco was made, fire wos 
oponed by the Mikasa and replied to by the 
ships in the centre of the Russian line, that 
ia by those ships supposed to be dissbled. 
This was followed immediately by the forts 
on Hwavkinshan and Laotiehshan.

THE GERMS OF STRATEGIC 
DEATH. 


Russian’s Military Difficulties.

THE YARN MARKET. 


In their fortnightly report dated 
Fobruary 27, Messra Cawasjee Pallanjee 
and Co, write :— 

Since the isaue of our Jat circular dated 
the 12th inst. owing to the Chinesa Now 
Year festivities our Yarn Market was rather 
quiet, and these holidays have greatly in- 
terfered with the business. ' The importers 
in anticipation of a rise in the rate of 
Exchange showed extreme eagerness to 
quit eyen at sacrifices, and the Chinese 
merchants, as well as speculators, taking 
advantage of this, made good purchasce at 
8 decline of from three to tive dollars per 
bale ou last mail's prices. The most of 
the business was done in No, 10a. Latter- 
ly, small arrivals, coupled with « good: 
domand from the consuming district, dealera 
again came in the market and made pur- 
chases ata dollar or two better than the 
preceding woe. The markot closes ateady, 
A fair amount of business. transpired in 
No. 203 at a decline af $3.to $5 per 
bale, No.-16s are not much in requent, 
only one chop changed hands at a decline 
of 82 to 83. A moderate business trana- 
pired in No. 12s ata decline of $1 to $3 
per bale, and are still in request at current 
uotations, A very good busineas was 
one in No. {0s and though prices show a 
decline of $2 to $4 por bale, bayers are 
still in market, and it is anticipated that a 
good inquiry- with an advance in prices 
will soon follow. Nos. 8s and 6s are not 
inquired for. Sulos during ‘the past fort- 
night comprise about 4,300 bales of No. 
10s; 1,100 ba‘ex of No. 128; 25 balox of 
No 16s; and 1,126-balea of No, 204; in 
all about 6,550 bales. Arrivals during the 
fortnight, pet steamers Ball-arat, Nem- 
sang, Gregory Apcar, and Nunkin, wmount 
to about 7,000 bales. The unsold stuck is 
estimated at about 36,000 bales.
